Limited: From 
an official point of view:the success of the 
Government, may be’ entirely satisfactory, 
but those who have business interests in the 
southern Colony will regard the adoption of a 
harbour scheme—whicl’ has not been,shown, 
in’ our opinion, to be either adequate, if the 
‘works are meant to meet the requiremenis 
of the port for ‘any considerable term of 
years, or suilable for a port which in the 
near future will in’ all probability .have 
an increased ‘consting trade—with con- 
siderable doubt, if not trepidation. The 
schemes which have been submitted from 
time to time for.the improvement of the 
harbour. facilities at Singapore have. been 
yaried and even wonderful; ihe scheme 
now adopted is the smaller of two proposi- 
tions framed bya well-known firm of London 
engineers, Messrs, Coode, Son and Mat- 
thews.

Passing the Needles and having discharged 
the pilot the magnificent pair ‘of eny.nes were 
opened out to 15 knots and the-coutse set for 
Gibrahar 1,172 mies distant.

Bay of Biscay, was passed atiz p.m. the same 
night and after rather a rough passaye Gibraltar 
was sighted easly on the afternoon of February 
2gth..

Friedrich fit without any preparation whatever 
for. Royalty. The promenade. deck of the 
and class passengers—over. $0 fect long and 
over $0 feet wide—not to mention the upper 
poop and boat deck has no equal even on the 
ist class promenado of this splendid mail 
steamer, as the epgine space tnkes away from 
the central -portion a the sist class deck 
and the lofty ist saloon skylight the other 
‘central-deck. Some idea of the beauty of the 
ist class saloon may be ’ nagined. when itis 
stated that the large central domed skylight 
passes right up te some distance above the 
highest part.of the captain's br.dge deck house, 
ending.even at that altitude in a stect dome 
with plate glass lights, ~ Il the large dances, 
fancy dress balls, sports and‘ other entertaia:, 
ments are given on the 2nd class promenade 
deck of the J’ving Hitel Kriedrich; as with 
the first-class on this German greyhound so 
with the second-class. 

Space does not allow for anything approach- 
ing a correct detailed description of the second 
class saloons (there are three) not counting the 
handsdmely fitted smoking saloon, which alone 
is as Jarge as many small Coasting steamers 
main saloanr, but the following brief descrip- 
tion may be of interest to those to whose Jot it 
may fall to travel by this complete an 
perbly fitted mail steamer, : : 

The main saloon of the second class *is situ-

There are six huge electric fans, the 
spread of the blades being 6 fcet ; thirty electric 
lamps at intervals form the illuminating power 
al night; -on either: side six—lwelve in all— 
large ports afford ample ventilation ; the entire 
‘w ll panelling, sideboards, chairs, piano and 
all woodwork are of polished' maple and oak, 
with richly carved’ headings, corners and bot- 
toms to all panels; the three sets of double 
doors are fitted with stained glass panels and 
electro plate fittings. : 

There are three ‘Jong lables .and six shorter 
ones, revolving seats for too passengers, hand- 
somely stuffed velvet sofa seats under the 
ports, and thick carpet runners en the deck; 
carved sideboards and rich tabiecloths com- 
plete this'saloon, and when no less than two 

separate’ dinners have to be given, one at 4 

p.m, and one at 7.30 pm. during part of the 
voyage some idea may be formed of the number 
of 2nd class: travellers on the German mail 
steamers, The cabins, nursery, ladies’ saloon, 
bathrooms, lavatories, etc., etc, are all on the 
-same scale of completeness and splendour and 
few, if any, of the. rst class cabins of mail 
steamers to the Exsteven approach the com- 
fort and:‘completeness of the 2nd class on the 
German mail. A few special features, however, 
should be noticed. The electric fans fitted to 
all and every 2nd class cabin revolves {or the 
entire voyage, The baggage recom i$ open. 
daily to all, The splendidly equipped laundry 
enubles four.hundred ist, 2nd and 3rd class 
passengers to have their dirty linen returned 
every week clean, excellently pot wp, and-ata 
very moderate rate per piece. There are also’ 
a hairdresser’s ‘saloon, and a printing office, 
and among other ‘features are the band and 
beyond” all, the cuisine and conmissariat 
department. ‘ ‘ 

While there are, as is only natural, several 

German dishes to order at every meal the 
number of courses ready to arder at breakfast, 
lunch an4 late dinner is: simply legion and 
fully 75 per cent. of all dishes at every meal 
‘are served with Ihe same care and skill as they. 
would be ina first class London hotel; the 
puddings and ices of the second clats at the 
6 pan, dinner have on this voyage especially 
been u constant delight to all the passengers, 
. The cost of the Pring Estel Friedrich was 
5} million marks or approximately £270,co9, 
The coals required for a round trip to Japan 
and back to Germany total about 10,009 tons, 
Her ‘consumption at 15 knots is about 130 
tnns; the daity account for ments amounts to 
over 4,000 marks and ‘her crew numbers some 
3¢0 in all including some 60 Chinese firemen 
and other units. Under easy steaming this 
magnificent vessel covers the distance of 360 
toa 380 or 590 miles per 24 hours, andon the 
present occasion will without any severe exer- 
tion land her passengers and mails in Shang- 
hai on Friday, March 3oth, three clear days 
ahead of contract schedule time (April znd).
